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to take the President’s division of the ques- 
t'on. One man is for the Union with slavery; 
another for the Union without slavery; 
aid a third for the Union either 
with or with' ut slavery, but prefers It with; 
and a fourth for a Union, either with or with- 
out slavery, but prefers it without. All four 
of these men may, and doubtless have in 
many cases, voted for the same maD. Here 
the reasons pro and con are exactly balanced; 
but we are told that the Representative most 
ignore the wishes of half his constituency, 
and obey strictly the radicals who are now in 
power. It would seem, in such a case, that 
Ibis man ought to refuse to vote for any 
measure in which the question of slavery is 
involved, and give his energies simply to the 
maintenance of the Union. This, however, 
by the iu'.e of the radicals, would be a spe- 
cies of treason — a fraud upon his party. 

TbuB, upon examination, it is seen that the 
claimed majehty for the radicals becomes 
less and less, and it may be set down as a fixed 
rule that the radicals of any great party are 
always in the minority of the whole voting 
population, and to obey them exclusively is a 
base tyranny over a people claiming to be free. 

There is another question worth some con- 
sideration. There are e'ght States not repre- 
sented at all in Congress, and two, Virginia 
and Louisiana, only partially represented— 
the latter, indeed, ha3 but one member. Now, 
when a Congressman is elected, he is not the 
representative, of those only who may have 
choEen him, bat of all the States. Has any 
member the right to ignore what he believes 
would be the wisheB of the people of the 
States not otherwise represented; and espe- 
cially is it his duty not only to ignore but to 
oppose bitterly and persistently wbat he be- 
lieves th -y wonld ask under the Constitution 
and in the Union? 

This is just what the radicals demand. It 
is not that they shall not be represented, but 
their will, even as loyal people, shall be re- 
sisted. It is this which prolongs the war; 
this steady, implacable, and actively dis- 
played determination to show to the people 
of the Southern States that they shall not have 
the rights they claim in the Union and under 
the Constitution. 

These considerations ought to influence 
every representative to eschew radicalism, 
and to defeat the radicals. They ought to 
but they will not. They are drunk with 
blocd, and riotous with plunder. To them 
there is no ambition but party gain; do zsal 
but party prejudice. In blind idolatry of that 
brazen image which they have erected in the 
wilderness of their vain imaginiegs, they see 
nothing of that manifest God who infuses a 
true, generous and noble patriotism into the 
hearts of a great and suffering people. 
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Wendell Phillips on 
Seward. 

Wendell Phillips delivered a lecture in Bos- 
ton last week, which wo flud reported in 
Garrison’s Libentor. He is, of course, fer 
the immediate annihilation of slavery. The 
8outh is now too weak to obstruct. He says: 

There, however, is not where our danger 
lies. When Mr. Lincoln was asked to provide 
for the safety of the officers of colored reg- 
iments he said, “Don’t ask me to speak a 
word until after the Ohio election.” It Is not 
in Southern bullets, bat in Northern 
opinion, that the real danger of the crisis 
lies. When Seward iu his last public address 
said, “slavery is no business of mine,” he 
showed the ereat danger against which wc 
must provide — a spirit of compromise in the 
hearts of the Northern people. Seward 
every year assures the world that there is no 
barrier to the return of the rebel 8tates when- 
ever they please. Members of the Cabin* t 
are now organizing a scheme to restore Fl-'r'- 
da as a slave State to the Union. In this 
6tate of things it is the duty of the masses to 
interpose and save the country by some more 
thorough ard speedy method. 

I ask nothing further of Lincoln in the way 
of policy, Only of action. He has taken the 
first great step by issuing the proclamation, 
and if he believed in January last, as he told 
me, that it was a great mistake he has chang- 
ed his mind siDce then. The man who had 
the heart to originate that proclamation, and 
to stand by it. ought to remain in power at 
least six years longer. 

Still, Abraham Lincoln was net my firs*, 
choice. If we could have had Fremont— 
[applause] — a master and not a servant, a 
man already intelligent in the point most 
needful, and not oue whose education was 
to be conducted at an expense of $25,0C0 a 
year in the Presidential chair, we should 
have made better progress. The Secretary 
of the Treasury bad been spoken of in tbis 
relation, but bri life has not given the as- 
surance of such sound principles as to warrant 
the people in trusting him at tbis crisis. 
The Governor who sacrificed Margaret Gar- 
ner has no heart. The Secretary who, 
when fourteen States opposed Seward, flung 
himself forward in his defense, has no princi- 
ple. The great trouble with 8cward is that 
he ignores the revolution that is now shaking 
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Lincoln and

Radicalism. 

There is no certainty as to the results of 
this revolution. Radicalism may do a vast 
deal of mischief if it sba'.l prevail for any 
length of time in tbis country. Its great ob- 
ject now is the destruction of slavery. To 
accomplish this Constitutions and laws must 
be broken down. The process is revolution- 
ary. The object is not a restoration of the 
Union, but a charge of Constitutions and 
lawt — a change of habits between the white 
and black races. This last is the prims object 
ot this radical party. They do not intend to 
end this war without it, and if they hive the 
power, they will accomplish as much in that 
line as power car accomplish. In pursuit of 
their cherished ideas, they will be perfectly 
reckless of consequences to the white or black 
races. They are infallibly right, and it is 
treason to question their infallibility. One is 
either a fool or a knave who doubts, so cer- 
tain are they of their virtue and wisdom. No 
amount of blood and treasure is too great to 
give for so great and holy an object, in their 
estimation. Sappose they have power to go 
on with the expuriment, who is to be the vic- 
tim of the experiment? The white race will 
fight it out, and adjust itself to any change thi t 
may be made. Emancipate the negro from^ 
the mister and the master will contrive to 
emancipate himself from the m gro, cud the 
simple question is, can the negro endure the 
change? 

Down in Louisiana a system is in operation; 
contract slavery takes the place' of the old 
system. That is, the white man makes the 
contract himself, and compels the negro to 
abide by it or starve. So frr it is plain who 
suffers. The helpless portion of the negro 
race must live on charity stingily dealt out, 
and sufLr, starve end die. It may ba safely 
written down that more negroes will perish 
under ilia experiment than white men in bat- 
tle before the war is over. And alter the de- 
struction of cur system is effected by war, 
whit will grow up iu its place? Will the ne- 
gro race endure the change or perieb, as nil 
subordinate races have done in face of a su- 
perior race having no interest ia preserving 
the former?

MIldew and Rot in Grapes.— T hese sub- 
jects were discussed at the auoaal meeting of 
the East Penns>lvacia Fruit-Grower’s Society, 
with ihe loiiowing result: “That it is the ex- 
perience of this Society that mildew on tbe 
grape is principally atmospheric, and that 
satuer and proteciiou are the only expedients 
known at. present that seem to offer an ex- 
emption; and that although tbe soil may influ- 
ence the general vigor and health of the plant, 
aed thus render it more liable to disease, yet 
it ia net the prime origin of mildew. That 
the rot seems to depend mote particularly up- 
on the nature of the soil. That vines on open 
porous soils are lest Hablc to Tot, that heavy 
mauuring und excessive eurichiog Uvora rot; 
aud that clayey subsoils are ‘particularly per- 
nicious.”’ The statement that mi!dew is 
‘prjpcipa'ly aimospuetic’ is a very vague ooe. 
Mildew is a minute parasitic plant ot the fun- 
gus cr mushroom family, wta ch lives upon 
the tissues of the leaves, and .pauses their de- 
The Society probahtax meant to say, 
tSn the growth ot this par wile was favored 
cr retarded by the cotodiflott of the atmos- 
phere.

We mentioned in the Dcinicnst of yester- 
day morning that Capta. Samuel B. Taylor 
end Ralph ShcldOD, two of the officers who 
escaped with Morgan from the Colutnbu?, 
Ohio, penitentiary, had been arrested rear 
this city.

The house was 
searched, and Captain Sheldon was found. 
The parties we re all brought to this city, an 1 
on yesterday the two citizens were released 
upon taking the oath and giving bonds. The 
two rebel officers were lodged in the jail 
Thursday night, and were yesterday taken to 
the military prison, where they will be 6afely 
kept. 

Tke prisoners state that Morgan, with b'ix 
C aptains: Bennett, Taylor, Sheldon, Hines, 
Hockersmith and McGhee escaped from the 
prison , and that Morgan, with the other offi 
cers, got upon the train at Columbus within 
ifteen minutes after he made his escape, and 
came this way. They were detained, and slept 
in an old shed until the following night, when 
they started. They say that Morgan and the 
other officers were ahead of them, and that it 
was the intention of Morgan to cress the 
Cumberland river Wednesday night. 

It is rumored that Morgan Is to have com- 
mand of the different bands of guerrillas in 
this State, all of whom will be concentrated 
on the south bank of the Cumberland river, 
and that as soon as they can be got together 
he will mike a raid through the State, and 
probably strike the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad. Our military authorities should be 
on the look-eut for a movement of this kind* 
and be prepared to nip it in the bod.
